This was quite understood by 
all-those in the great enterprise 
of discovering what the enemy or 
the subversive elements within 
their British raj in India were 
about. So it went, in the days 
when Kim, the Moslem and the 
fat pundit, disguised as an herb 
doctor, were persuading the old 
Buddhist priest to go into the 
mountains where the two hunters, 
one from Russia and one from 
France, were showing a vast in- 
terest in maps and discontented 
small rajahs. And so it has re- 
mained to this day. 


We have some Russian spies in 
our prisons but the Soviets have 
never so much as looked their 
way. The British have lost a 
frogman who was doing a little 
underwater swimming about a 
ship of the U.S.S.R. but since he 
was ‘‘in the game,” and had only 
a number, he was never claimed. 
The sad, bungled business in 
Cuba, which needlessly _ killed 
some very brave men, reminds 
us that “our game’ has been 
subjected to the sort of glamor 
treatment given our movie stars 
and the public has become ac- 
customed to soap operas in which 
our spies always outdo the wicked 
ones who are against us. 


Publicity 

The CIA has been given the 
bright lacquer of publicity. In- 
stead of being a secret agen- 
cy, it is well known. Mr. Dulles 
is as familiar to the American 
people as Mr. Hoover, whose 
FBI is not secret. We have, by 
our peculiar genius for bad taste 
in publicity, made the CIA into 


something it should not be. 


The Congress, or at least some 
of the more obtuse members of 
that body, are, in large measure, 
responsible for the identity which 
has projected the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency into a_ national 
consciousness. 


Usually, it was some house 
member who wanted to make an 
impression of economy back 
home. So when the CIA budget 
was hopefully presented with quiet 
requests for no public attention, 
the exhibitionists balked. They 
said their little pieces about its 
being the people's money and 
their having a right to demand 
information. 


The public image of the CIA 
and what seems to have been 
the assumption of duties not 
properly connected with counter 
intelligence such as planning the 
Cuban invasion were certainly 
among the factors contributing 
to the first knock down experi- 
enced by Jack Kennedy in his 
professional career. The Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are obliged to 
be yet another contributor to the 
planning. They must have en- 
dorsed, or at least did not re- 
ject, the invasion plans. Whether 
such action was official or not is 
beside the point. 


Return Bout 


Because of these and other in- 
fluences the nation saw the 
young President getting up after 
the knock down with a symbolic 
cut over one eye and blood on 
his cheek. He must now — busy 
himself with a return bout, and 
a part of this will be giving the 
back of his hand to some persons 
in the CIA and on the Joint Chiets 
of Staff. He must also see to it 
that the intelligence agency re- 
tires from the spotlight. 


This will mean an order for all 
hands to button their lips. This 
will cause some protests from 
some of the news media about 
their rights. Yet, it will hardly 
be a deprivation in news if the 
President privately takes a few 
persons to the official woodshed, 
razor strap in hand. ; 


There is not yet total danger, 
which Nikita Khrushchev said 
was necessary for free societies 
to attain unity. But there is a 
grave crisis which may worsen. 
This, too, calls for less talk and 
it stamps as wise and prudent 
the President's discussions with 
the Messrs. Eisenhower, Nixon 
and Goldwater. Conditions are

PARIS (UPI) — Gen. Maurice 
Challe, looking sad and bewil- 
dered, returned Wednesday in dis- 
grace to face the wrath of Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle and his 
promise of “‘no pity, no mercy” 
for the leaders of the Algiers re- 
volt.

Police swept through Paris and 
many other French cities and 
rounded up more than 117 persons 
in Paris alone. A purge of the 
army was reported under way in 
Algeria and government sources 
predicted a purge of Communist 
Party leaders in event of inter- 
national crisis. 


Civil rule returned to Algeria. 
The war against the Moslems re- 
sumed and an Algerian rebel FLN 
unit was reported surrounded and 
under heavy fire at Sebdou, near 
the Moroccan border. A terrorist 
bomb exploded at Mascara, 45 
miles from Oran, killing one Mos- 
lem and wounding seven. 


400 TROOPS MISSING

At the same time fears grew 
among exiles in Miami that the 
Cuban Premier may have begun 
quietly executing some of the 
1,000 men captured in last week’s 
invasion attempt.

A Havana ra- 
dio broadcast heard here said 
four rebel guerrillas attacked a 
militia outpost at the Covadonga 
sugar mill in Las Villas Province 
and killed one militiaman. 


Four men took part in the at- 
tack, 20 miles east of Cochinos 
(Pigs) Bay where the invaders 
landed nine days ago, the radio 
report said. Two of them were 
wounded and captured. Two oth- 
ers escaped. 


Meanwhile, the Castro govern- 
ment announced the execution of 
two civilians in neighboring Ma- 
tanzas Province for joining in an 
uprising that took place in the 
Cochinos Bay area. 


Although the executions were an- 
nounced on Cuban radio stations 
Wednesday they were believed to 
have been carried out last Sunday. 


They raised to 3% the total num- 
ber of persons shot in the past 
eight days. Sixty-three persons 
have been executed since the start 
of the year.

AF Bucks Kennedy, 
Renews Bid for B70

WASHINGTON (f)—Top Air Force leaders disputed 
Wednesday the Kennedy administration’s decision to | 
cut back development of the B70 supersonic jet bomber. 


Eugene M. Zuckert, secretary 
of the Air Force, and Gen. Thom- 
as D. White, chief of staff, said 
they had protested the reduction 
when it was proposed but they 
were overruled by Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara and 
the White House. 


The two officials told a Senate 
Appropriations subcommittee that 
the B70 program ’should be pushed 
ahead as rapidly as possible rath- 
er than reduced to production of 
a few prototype aircraft. 


But both said they supported 
President Kennedy’s military 
budget as it went to Congress. 


Chairman Dennis Chavez, D- 
N.M., indicated that his subcom- 
mittee may not be willing to 
abide by the administration's de- 
cision on the B70, 


‘‘We’re the ones who make the 
money available,’’ Chavez said. 
“We don’t have to follow the 
Budget Bureau.”’ 


Chavez told Zuckert and White 
he thought it was a mistake to 
cut $138 million from the B70 pro- 
gram by holding it to an experi- 
mental aircraft. 


If no basic change is made in 
the program, Zuckert said, the 
B70 could be operational within 
six or seven years. Chavez esti- 
mated the time element at 10 to 
12 years if the program is 
stretched out. 


About $800 million already has 
been spent on development of the 
2,000 - mile - an- hour B70 which 
Zuckert described as the logical 
successor to the B52 bomber now 
in service. 

The Kennedy administration 
seeks an additional $220 million 
for B70 development during the 
fiscal year starting July 1, com- 
pared with the $358 million pro- 
posed in January by the Eisen- 
hower administration. 


Kennedy based his decision, he 
said, on the fact that the B70 
would not be an operational weap- 
on in any large numbers before 
well beyond “965. By that time, 
he said, the United States would 
be well equipped with long-range 
missiles and this would make full 
production of the B70 unjustifiable 
and uneconomical. 


White and Zuckert touched on 
the B70 program during their tes- 
timony in support of $18,229,400,- 
000 asked for the Air Force by 
the revised Kennedy budget dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. This is 
$373 million more than recom- 
mended in January by Eisen- 
hower.

Nickel for Transfers 
Is Less Painful Route 


It won't cost the city a nickel in tax 
revenue to revoke the 59-year-old ordi- 
nance that blocked the Atlanta Transit 
System’s request to the Public Service 
Commission for permission to charge a 
nickel for transfer slips. 

But unless the ordinance is wiped off 
the books, the upshot could be another 
demand by the transit system for across- 
the-board hikes in fares. Revenue to meet 
increasing costs has to come from some- 
where. Although general increases tend to 
bring about a reduction in passengers, at 
least on a temporary basis, it has been the 
route usually chosen. 

A nickel for transfers is less painful to 
the majority of riders. It is fairer because 
it puts the extra cost, not on all custom- 
ers, but on those that usually ride far- 
ther distances. 

Also it would tend to reduce the num- 
ber of freeloaders. It is widespread prac- 
tice for passengers to ask for transfers, 
then upon reaching their destinations turn 
the slips over to other persons on the side- 
walks for use in getting free rides to their 
homes, places of employment, etc. 

As Transit System President Robert 
Sommerville pointed out in a panel dis- 
cussion Tuesday night, Atlanta must have 
a rapid transit system. Either we get on 
with the job of establishing it or we wait 
until costs for it multiply. 

No one is building such a system yet. 
Until then, Atlanta should be making the 
best use of what it already has. 

If it takes a nickel charge for transfers 
to keep trolleys rolling and the city from 
traffic strangulation, the price is relatively 
cheap.

France From Disaster 


The swift collapse of the army mutiny 
in Algiers and the almost unanimous sup- 
port of the French people of President 
de Gaulle will speed the final solution 
to France’s most agonizing domestic prob- 
lem. And an early solution is not only 
vital to France but to all her free world 
allies, who also were quick to pledge full 
support to De Gaulle. 

There is hope now that the final crisis 
has been met. The mutiny came as no 
great surprise since it had been generally 
accepted that segments of the French 
population in Algeria and many militarv 
leaders wanted no part of a settlement 
looking to self determination. That the 
mutiny received so little popular back- 
ing is heartening indeed. The armed 
forces, too, remained loyal. 

France appears more unified than at 
any time in recent history. This, of 
course, must be attributed to De Gaulle, 
who, in spite of his reluctance to join 
fully in the Atlantic community, again 
has demonstrated his abilities as one of 
the world’s great statesmen. France has 
a stability and direction such as it has 
not had in decades. 

It can be hoped now that negotiations 
between the Algerian rebels and the De 
Gaulle government speedily will be re- 
sumed and a way found to end the tragic 
conflict. The continued drain on the 
French people and the resulting weak- 
ness of the NATO alliance are twin fac- 
tors the West cannot afford. 

Most heartening of all, however, is 
that France herself has accepted the De 
Gaulle program of bringing an end to 
the tragedy. Under less firm leadership, 
there could have been civil war involving 
all of France and destroying its drive to 
return to greatness.

They're Bombing 
Us With Books 


Anybody in Atlanta who wants to hit one 
small lick against communism can scan his 
shelves and give a book next week. A group of 
local citizens will collect and forward the books to the U.S. Informa- 


tion Agency. It will distribute them abroad in lands where men 


are reading and thinking. 


In India, they’re reading a great deal of stuff from Moscow. One 
Soviet publishing house is sending four million books a year into In- 
dia. The Russians translate them not only into Hindi but into English. 


Our USIA buys a half million books a year to expose overseas. It 
helps spread four million more through commercial channels. But it 
needs contributions from the people to step up the American effort. 

Thus the “Greater Atlanta Books Abroad Committee’’ under chair- 
manship of Dr. Donald Agnew, president of Oglethorpe University, has 
arranged to collect and ship the donations May 1-6 if Atlantans will 
drop the books at the city’s public libraries or at a supermarket. The 
USIA will receive, screen and distribute them to places where they 


are needed. 


This is a simple and appealing idea. Americans are in a 
mood to respond to q@ mobilization of effort these days and 
many cities are embarking on this program. 


The USIA doesn’t need any copies of Lady Chatterly’s Lover, 
though it can use hardback American literature, especially the clas- 
sics, along with history and biography. But the fiction needs are be- 
ing filled readily. So the main need is for hardback books less than 
10 years old which can serve as texts for people who want to learn. 


Chief among the needed ones are books on economics, geography, 


government, sociology and law.

Second in order of the USIA's need are books on business, medicine 
and health, engineering, home economics or how-to-do-it shop manuals. 

Also the pure sciences—chemistry, physics, astronomy. (But no 
arithmetics; other countries use different measurement systems. ) 


And textbooks on the English language, particularly at 


the high school level. 


If the book is worn, torn, second-rate or out-of-date, the USIA 
doesn’t want to use it to represent America against the sleek new vol- 
umes coming out of Moscow. The Atlanta collection group puts it this 
way: “Give a book you'd like to keep.” 

This is a nourishing idea. Americans would hop to it if they 
were given such intelligent answers to the question, ‘“‘What can I do?”

**Throw them all in the Potomac,” 
and this would undoubtedly have 
wide popular support, except that 
there are one or two other aspects 
of the problem. 


Even if all the reporters had 
been drowned at dawn three 
weeks before the inglorious land- 
ings, the bearded legions in Ha- 
vana and their Russian accomp- 
lices would not have been denied 
much information. 


Castro had his agents in the 
refugee recruiting and training 
camps.

In fact the only people who 
knew very little about what was 
happening back in the early plan- 
ning stages of the exercise were 
the American people who were 
unknowingly picking up the tab 
and may yet have to redeem the 
promises to chase the bearded 
bully-boy into the Caribbean. 

Nevertheless, there is a prob- 
lem and the President’s investi- 
gating committee is wise to look 
into it, for nobody in government, 
or in the press for that matter, 
has really thought through where 
the press’s responsibility to speak 
begins in this kind of subversive 
warfare and where it ends. 

There is nothing in the govern- 


ment’s handling of the Cuban af- 
fair to suggest that the press 
should just look the other way 
and let officials do what they like 
in this field. Likewise, the hand- 
ling of the U-2 spy plane case is 
not exactly a recommendation for 
the infinite wisdom of the 
bureaucracy. 


Nor is there much in the post- 
war record of the CIA to prove 
its infallibility and therefore its 
right to unquestioned confidence. 
The Communist invasion of South 
Korea in 1950, Red China’s en- 
trance into that war, Moscow's 
sudden and spectacular advances 
in atomic science, technology and 
rocketry, the Soviet attack on 
Hungary, etc., etc.—all of these 
reduced the confidence in the in- 
telligence agency. 

Yet is is true that the balance 
of power in the world is more 
likely to shift back and_ forth 
through acts of limited war, sub- 
version, infiltration, economic 
penetration than it is through a 
big splashy war with atomic and 
hydrogen bombs. And these ma- 
neuvers are not always fit to 
print, 

The cold war has created a long 
catalogue of new problems for all 
American institutions, both the 
presidency and the press includ- 
ed. Cuba has made this clear 
once more. It was generous in 
this respect: It provided enough 
blame for everybody.

The launching of the Russian 
sputnik was the signal for the 
first passage of a National De- 
fense Education Act. And now we 
can expect the Russian achieve- 
ment of putting a man in space 
to be used as further argument 
that federal aid to education is the 
only answer if we are to catch 
up with the Russians. 

The economics of the situation 
do not support the position of the 
federal aiders. 

The various local communities 
are now spending 16 billion dol- 
lars annually, and this is project- 
ed to increase to at least 24 bil- 
lion and perhaps as much as 3 
billion by the end of the decade. 
The federal aid bills before Con- 
gress now offer varying degrees 
of grants amounting on the av- 
erage to about 700 million dollars 
a year. This is only 4.3 per cent 
of the amount now being spent 
for education. 

If 16 billion dollars won't do the 
job adequately, are we to believe 
that an additional 700 million will 
take up the slack? , 

The federal aiders suggest that, 
if money comes from the federal 
government for the support of 
schools, it will mean lower taxes 
for the local communities. This, 
of course, is a delusion since any- 
thing the federal government gets 
to spend, it must take from the 
local communities. But the sug- 
gestion is already slowing down 
and in some cases blocking at- 
tempts to meet the problem on a 


schools because ‘‘he looks instead 
to Congress. to authorize federal 
education grants for states.’’ 

President Kennedy's programs 
5-1021 and HR-4970 are designed 
to provide about $33 million for 
classrooms and the same amount 
for augmenting teachers’ sgal- 
aries. 

The states are currently build- 
ing 70,000 new classrooms annual- 
ly. The federal grant would take 
care of only slightly more than 
10 percent, or if local commun- 
ities continue to build at the cur- 
rent rate, would increase the per 
year classroom construction 
from 70,000 to 77,500. 

The money suggested for in- 
creasing teachers’ salaries would 
finance additional teacher pay at 
the rate of about $200 in the first 
year and $30 in each of the two 
succeeding years. 

States and communities have 
increased teachers’ salaries by 
an average of $230 in each of the 
past eight years.

Local Parents Eye With Interest 


Princeton Couple's Court Fight 


There's a little skirmish going on in New Jersey that many local parents are 
following with interest—the fight of a Princeton research chemist and his wife 
to educate their gifted children themselves, in the absence of any provision for 
their education by the public school system. So far as I know this particular 


problem has never 


arisen in these parts. We have had what we used to call truant officers, now known as visiting teach- 
ers, hale parents into court for keeping the children home to pick cotton and hoe corn. We have had 
rare instances of children being kept out of school because of the conviction of ignorant parents that 


they didn’t need larnin’. 

But I don’t know of any time 
the local boards of education 
have done battle to force the 
parents of young geniuses to 
tear them from their advanced 
lessons at home and send them 
to public school for the social 
benefits of schoolroom and play- 
ground. 

The story I saw didn’t give 
the outcome of the New Jersey 
case so I assume the judge has 


not acted yet. It will be interest- 
ing to know if he rules that the 
parents are indeed guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct for failure to 
send their children to public 
school. 

In any case, the parents, Dr. 
and Mrs. Daniel S. Trifan, made 
a good argument for what At- 
lanta parents of gifted children 
and some educators are earnest- 
ly seeking—education within the 


public schools for the. excep- 
tionally bright child. Pointing 
out that the New Jersey school 
to which their children would 
be assigned was ‘‘totally unpre- 
pared’’ to deal with its most 
gifted children, these parents 
suggested that their three—7, 9 
and 11 years old and rated in 
the genius category—would be 
handicapped if forced to sub- 
merge their talents under what 
they termed ‘undifferentiated 
teaching.” 

One point they made struck 
me as pretty telling. Wealthy 
parents, they said, are not de- 
terred from educating their chil- 
dren as they see fit because they 
can afford to send them to pri- 
vate schools or employ tutors. 
Dr. Trifan, a $9,000-a-year col- 
lege professor, called this ‘‘dis- 
crimination against the poor.” 
He said their children have re- 
ceived their academic education 
at. home through correspondence 
courses and that in addition, he 
has taught them piano, violin 
and composition. 

The school board attorney's 
answer was that there is more 
to life than “book knowledge’’ 
and the Trifans’ children might 
be unduly burdened by these 
home courses. There was no testi- 
mony, as far as I could de- 
termine, that these bright chil- 
dren were overloaded with pun- 
ishing ‘book knowledge” but I 
do think the school board at- 
torney was right about the other 
considerations. The little Trifans 
undoubtedly would benefit by 
classroom and playground asso- 
ciations, which is a point the 
parents of Atlanta gifted childrén 
make over and over again in 
urging public schooling for their 
children, It does seem that it 
would be possible for the extra 
bright to have what our medium- 
to-dumb children take for 
granted.

The Labor department's con- 
sumer price index remained at 
127.5 per cent of the 1947-49 aver- 
age, This is 1.4 per cent higher 
than a year earlier. 


Deputy Labor Statistics Com-

DEBRE TALKS ON TV 

Premier Michel Debre appeared 
on a nationwide television pro- 
gram Wednesday night to an- 
nounce the big crackdown and to 
warn that further uprisings stil 
were possible.

Debre said, “if the government 
appears to be more strict with re- 
card to certain facilities or in re- 
gard to certain mterests, you can 
be sure it is to restore to the 
state a firmness that the times in 
which we live make indispens- 
able.”

The discussions center on a pro- 
posal to combine the administra- 
tion’S $2,298,000,000 school-aid bill 
with a bill to-extend and liberalize 
the National Defense Education 
Act of 1958. 


The combined measure would 
include provisions for federal 
loans to sectarian and other non- 
profit private schools to help fi- 
nance construction of classroom 
and laboratory facilities for sci- 
ence, mathematics and foreign- 
language instruction. 


The compromise efforts were 
spurred by President John F’. Ken- 
nedy’s request Wednesday for 
extension of the defense education 


act, which expires June 30 of 
next year, on a greatly expanded 
basis. 


One section of the act authorizes 
federal loans for the purchase of 
equipment for teaching science, 
mathematics and foreign lang- 
uages in elementary and secon- 
dary schools. 

The loans are available to pri- 
vate and church schools as well 
as public schools, but cannot be 
used- for construction except to 
make minor alterations of space 
used for the equipment purchased. 

Kennedy, in a letter asking ex- 
tension of the expiring act, did not 
mention the possibility of broaden- 
ing the loan provisions to include 
construction of private-school fa- 

cilities. 

Senate sources close to the ad- 
ministration pointed out, however, 
that the change would not conflict 
with the President’s position on 


‘the constitutionality of federal aid 


to non-public schools. 

The President, backed by a le- 
gal brief prepared by the Welfare 
department in consultation with 
Justice department attorneys, has 
contended that grants or across- 
the-board federal loans to church 
schools would violate the constitu- 
tional mandate for separation of 
church and state, 

But the President and his legal 
advisers held at the same ume 
that limited aid to carry out spe- 
cific national policies such as 
those embodied in the defense edu- 
cation act would not conflict with 
the Constitution,

Urey Suggests Moon 
Is Older Than Earth 


(Copyright 1961 by The New York Times Co.) 
WASHINGTON—Dr. Harold C, Urey, winner of the Nobel 
Prize in chemistry, suggested Wednesday that the moon is con- 
siderably older than the earth. It may, he said, have formed 
100,000,000 years earlier. 


He pictured it as one of the few relics of an early stage of the 
solar system. Originally space around the sun was teeming with 
moon-sized bodies, he said. Then, through collision between them, 
dispersion of the lighter material and consolidation of what re- 
mained, the planets were formed. 

This, he said, would account for the puzzling lightness of the 
moon. That body is only three fifths as dense as the earth. 

His views were presented to the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

Several other papers also discussed the earth and solar sys- 
tem. Dr. Louis B. Schlichter of the University of California at 
Los Angeles reported an apparent jiggling of the earth’s solid 
inner core, following the great Chilean earthquake of last May.

In today’s hand declarer took a 
finesse which, even. had it suc- 
ceeded, would have given him no 
advantage. Whenever a certain 
line of play offers, at the very 
best, only a 50-50 chance of suc- 
cess, something is patently wrong 
with the campaign. 


The bidding presented no points 
of special interest and West made 
the routine opening of the queen 
of hearts. Declarer could see in- 
evitable losers of one each in 
clubs and diamonds and probably 
one in hearts, since it was not 
likely that he would be able to 
ruff more than one heart in 
dummy. By the time he led the 
fourth round one of the defenders 
would no doubt b2 able to over- 
ruff. This led him to the conclu- 
sion that he would have to avoid 
a loser in trumps, so he led to the 
king of spades and finessed the 
jack on the return, losing to 
West’s queen. In the end he had to 
lose a heart trick, for picking 
up East’s trump would permit 
him to ruff only one heart in the 
dummy, and. when the diamonds 
failed to break he was unable to 
discard the remaining heart. 


Proper technique called for play- 
ing two top trumps. If the queen 
should fall there is no further 
anxiety. If it does not, it is per- 
mitted to remain at large, and 
declarer proceeds to ruff hearts in 
the dummy. To be sure, one of 
these hearts will be overruffed 
with the high trump, but another 
trump will still be left in dummy 
to take care of the fourth heart. 


Where a finesse cannot gain and 
might lose, it is an obviously un- 
sound play.

CATCHING UP 

“We are catching up with 
the demographic lag,’ Mrs. 
Gayl told the Atlantans, refer- 
ring to the generation of young 
Jews, age 25-30 “killed during 
the Hitler regime or not born.” 


The post war generation is 
now high school age, the visitor 
reminded. And her organization 
is giving them vocational skills, 
through technical high schools 
operating in 20 countries. 


Most of the work of ORT is 
concentrated in Israel, Mrs. 
Gayl said. But a large program 
has been developed for young 
Jews in Arabic countries—Mo- 
rocco, Tunisia, Algeria:and the 
Union of South Africa. 
DOUBLE JOB 


‘We do a double job of help 
ing our people and giving them 
skills to help the economies and 
industries of their countries— 
new republics like those in 
North Africa,’’ she said. 

The 80-year-old ORT  pro- 
gram, originated in Russia, has 
changed and grown drastically 
since World War II. 


After the war, the visitor 
pointed out, it was concerned 
with victims of concentration 
camps and displaced Jews, pre- 
dominantly adults. Now it has 
switched to Jewish young peo 
ple. 


JOB GROWING 

“Our job is growing because 
our birth rate is up,’’ Mrs. Gayl 
said. 


The only ORT school in the 
United States is a small one 
for Jewish refugees in New 
York City. 


ORT recently went into Po- 
land, she said. With the re- 
patriation agreement between 
Russia and Poland, trade 


schools were quickly set up to 
retrain Polish prisoners of war.

We have Mother's Day and. 


Secretaries’ Week; then there 
is Debbie Drake. 


But among the unsung and 
the unheralded, the woman of 
the working press is one of 
the least serenaded. This, then, 
is for her—the Woman of the 
Fourth Estate. 


Journalism is not a business 
or a trade; it is a profession 
which is a calling, a hunger, 
a way of life. 


The newspaper is not for 
one coneerned first with big 
money, and for most it is no 
glamorous, romantic, gilded 
career. 


It is peopled with imagina- 
tive, inquiring, thinking minds, 
and punctuated with offbeat 
personalities. 


But it is bound by odd hours, 
imperfect working conditions 
and held in tow by too many 
editors who feel the female be- 
longs at home with the range, 
and regard newspaperwomen 
with the same glad joy with 
which they observe weevils in 
the breadbox. 


People on the outside, for ob- 
scure reasons, regard a news- 
paper as public domain. Not 
even Congress is heir to more 
unsolicited, worthless advice on 
how it should be run—and abuse 
because it isn’t—than a news- 
paper. 


To succeed in this masculine 
world a woman must be het- 
ter equipped and more talented 
than any man to have an ‘equal’ 
chance. 


She must not fear hard 
work, for no form of writing 
is easy; and be glad to escape 
office prattle and politics. 


To forget her great Ameri- 
can novel and be content to 
write simply, clean and hard. 


She must not regard her 
work as only a ‘breezeway’ be- 
tween college and matrimony. 


She must learn to produce in 
an atmosphere of constant, or- 
ganized confusion and to-do so 
without applause, appreciation, 
or pampering.

Yoga and Youth 


Deep Breathing Key 


To Exercise Success

The key to Hatha Yoga, or the 
physical aspect of Yoga, is 
rhythmic breathing and rhythm- 
ic breathing coordinated with 
exercise. 


Watching the youthful pupils 
in a Yoga class execute one dif- 
ficult posture after another, one 
is surprised that many of the 
exercises are similar to the ones 
college students do ia physical 
education classes. 


But there is one difference: 
There is no 1-2-3-4 chant as they 
bend and flex. Instead, these 
exercises are executed slowly,

with the instructor checking 


each student closely to be sure 
exhaling and inhaling is coordi- 
nated with the exercise. 


‘‘All Yoga exercises are done 
very slowly,’’~the doctor said. 


It is far better to do a Yoga 
exercise once very slowly than 
five times quickly. 


LEARN TO BREATHE 


‘Through Yoga women in the 
class are learning deep breath- 
ing which completely fills the 
upper, middle, and lower area 
of the lungs with air—thus sup- 
plying them with the maximum 
amount of oxygen the body 
needs. Most people breath shal- 
lowly into only the upper part 
of the lungs—thereby depriving 
themselves of the optimum 
amount of oxygen the body 
needs.”’ 


But why should we do breath- 
ing exercises when we can get 
the same effect through active 
sports? 


“Because you don't achieve 
the beneficial effects of Yogi 
breathing,”” explained the in- 
structor. “During vigorous 
sports, the lungs actually do 
work to their full capacity, but 
unsystematically with spasmod- 
ic jerky movements and the in- 
creased oxygen intake is imme- 
diately consumed as a result of 
the constant loss of energy. 


PASSIVE EXERCISES 

Our Western sports are dy- 
namic, active; exercises of Ha- 
tha Yoga are passive. In ac- 
tive sports we expend our 
strength and then have to lie 
down to rest. In the passivity 
of Yoga exercises, however, we 
collect a gigantic amount of 
energy which we store up with- 
in us, and this gives us an im- 
mense reserve of power.”

‘During my work at the Med- 
ical School of Havana Univer- 
sity and here in Atlanta I have 
continued to study the latest 
medical developments to see 
how much they differ from the 
principles of Hatha Yoga.

ings. Long ago they were teach- 
ing their students to eat diets 
consisting of the Basic Four 
Food Groups we advocate to- 
day—vegetables, fruits, meats, 
milk and milk products.” 


Then he told me that it was, 
in fact, a medical man who 
taught him his first Yoga les- 
sons. 


‘When I began the study of 
medicine I had the _ psycho- 
somatic symptoms of fatigue, 
headaches, just not feeling well. 
I started to visit all the differ- 
ent medical specialists at the 
university. They all found me 
organically well. The father of 
one of my medical school 
friends was one of the best 
psychiatrists in Cuba and a pro- 
fessor at the medical school. 
He observed me. Finally, he 
told me, ‘What you need is 
Yoga.’ And he started to teach 
me. 


“After a month of breathing 
exercises I felt so much better 
I continued to study Yoga with 
him. Now I teach it because 
I know it helped me and it can 
help other Occidental people— 
particularly those with the so- 
called psychosomatic diseases 
of hypertension, gastric ulcers, 
asthma, heart diseases, and 
hardening of the arteries. Yoga 
would prevent, in many cases, 
such diseases. 


“The trouple with our civiliza- 
tion,”’ he continued, ‘“‘is that we 
have no time to think and to 
develop our mental and physical 
will. The constant stress of to- 
day’s living is the origin of 
many of our psychosomatic dis- 
eases—our excessive  self-con- 


trol, for instance, that permits 
only limited emotional responses 
and results in spasms of the 
arteries and stomach.”’ 


But the Cuban doctor warns, 
no one should practice Yoga 
without first having a physical 
examination. 


‘‘A person with a heart condi- 
tion should not do headstands— 
increased tension in the head of 
a heart patient could be dan- 
gerous,”’ he asserts. ‘A slipped 
disc condition could be accen- 
tuated by Yoga postures—and 
so could joint problems.” 


Even healthy students, some- 
times have to go to bed for a 
day or so because of sore joints 
resulting from unaccustomed 
exercises, But once you have 
mastered the postures, usually 
in one or two months, you will 
feel very happy mentally and 
physically well. 


Just then one of the students 
called to him, “I just can’t do 
this posture.” 

“Oh, yes, everyone can do it,” 
he said and showed her how 
to do the stretching pose. “Try 
to relax your muscles. This will 
give elasticity to your thighs, 
hip joints and spine. And you 
can add one inch or more to 
your height with this one.” 


“Oh, no, I’m tall enough,” 
called another student,”**give me 
another exercise to do. I don’t 
want to be any taller—my little 
man, he’s short!"’ ‘(She did the 
exercise, though.)

S tudy Marriage 


In High School? 


By LAURA LINK 


“The schools teach a student how to drive a car, 
prepare for a job and higher education but what 
about parenthood and family living?” 


This was a question asked by 
a parent of a high school 
senior in a group of parents 
recently. 


STATISTICS 

What about family living 
courses in the state’s high 
schools? 


The facts are these: 


1. In the state’s high schools 
(excluding the Atlanta and Ful- 
ton County Systems) ast year 
25 per cent of the schools of- 
fered a family living course at 
the ilth and 12th-grade level 
for both boys and girls. About 
35 per cent of the students of 
these high schools are enrolled 
in a family living course this 
year. 


2. In the Atlanta high schools, 
98 students are enrolled in a 
course called social problems. 
These students are at Archer 
High, a Negro school and Hoke 
Smith High, the only white At- 
lanta school allowing married 
students. The other Atlanta 
high schools dropped their so- 
cial course two years ago. 


3. Fulton County is presently 
studying their human relations 
course, which is offered to all 
senior boys and girls, with an 
eye toward possible revisions. 


MARITAL ASPECTS 


No matter what the course is 
called, it is usually intended 
to give upperclassmen in high 
school an understanding of the 
various aspects of marriage— 
the budget, religious adjust- 
ments, child care—help them 
set values for themselves and 
learn the principles of a good 
family life. 


Dr. R. W. Stephens, deputy 
superintendent of Atlanta pub- 
lic schools, said, ‘““Up until two 
years ago, seniors were re- 
quired to take social living. 
The course was regarded as a 
crip and there was much ob- 
jection to this course.” 

Dr. Stephens said parents felt 
it was ‘“‘silly’’ to teach 18-year- 
olds about kissing and dating. 
And he said parents of ninth 
graders felt the schools were 
pushing their children by teach- 
ing the course at that level. 


COURSE DROPPED 


Consequently the social liv- 
ing course was dropped from all 
but the two schools when the 
curriculum was evaluated. Dr. 
Stephens said the schools were 
given the right to retain the 
course where parents requested 


it and the school deemed it 
necessary. 

Some teachers have specu- 
lated that the course was 


dropped in the Atlanta schools 
because of the impending inte- 
gration this fall. 


There are controversial views 
on whether a family living or 
marriage preparation course 
should be taught in the schools. 

Miss Inez Wallace, Home 
Economics Supervisor, Georgia 
Dept. of Education, commented: 
‘‘What is the teen-ager’s image 
of family life? Will they be able 
to build good homes? I hear 
children say, ‘My mother does 
not have time to talk about this 
sort of thing with me.’ 


“I’m sure. we’re not meeting 
the need, but we are making a 
contribution toward it,’’ Miss 
Wallace continued. 

Comments from _ teen-agers 
themselves vary. Some are en- 
thusiastic about the course and 
others look upon it as a crip. 
MORE AWARE 

A senior boy. said, ‘This 
course has made me aware of 
the fact that I won't be able 
to marry for eight more years 
maybe.”

‘“‘When youths, because they 
have married too young, can- 
not get an education appropri- 
ate to their abilities and inter- 
ests, and cannot develop their 
skills for adult life, the com- 
munities in which they live are 
the poorer,” Dr. Burchinal 
said. 


He has supplied the PTA with 
some advice which it is pass- 
ing on to parents: 


‘Prepare children for dat- 
ing, giving them a realistic 
conception of marriage and 
encouraging them to seek pro- 
fessional counseling before ty- 
ing the knot. 


SCHOOL SUPPORT 


“Schools with PTA collabo- 
ration should continue to sup- 
port or encourage the devel- 
opment of family life courses 
for high school students. 


“Counseling programs in the 
schools and communities avail- 
able to boys and girls think- 
ing of marriage should be re- 
evaluated, from _ elementary 
grades on up.”

Southern Foo 
Captivates Palates 
At Garden Scene

With all of its southern charm 
and elegance, an old-fashioned gar- 
den party is highlighting the open- 
ing of the renovated Thornton 


House, one of Georgia’s' oldest— 


houses, today. 


Gardens are decked out in their 
most vibrant colors and awaiting 
the once familiar sounds, scenes 
and gracious living. 


To make this festivity more 
complete, members of the Atlanta 
Art Association began their fran- 
tic search for old and unusual but 
tasty recipes to serve at the party. 
They wanted recipes that would tie 
in with the tradition of the restored 
house. 


Upon talking with Mrs. James 
A. Nonemaker of 525 Echota Dr. 
NW, whose husband is responsible 
for much of the restoration, they 
struck a wealth of information. 


About six years ago, Mrs. None- 
maker’s husband was writing his 
thesis at Henry Frances DuPont 
Winterthur Museum in Wilming- 
ton, Del. To help him use his time 
for research, Mrs. Nonemaker be- 
gan typing the thesis and to her 
surprise, she found interesting reci- 
pes popping up in many of the ref- 
erences. 


“Tl became so involved and inter- 
ested!’ she exclaimed, ‘‘and before 
long, I was copying the most un- 
usual recipes and filing them away.” 
Since then, she has included in her 
collection, 3 old cookbooks and 
loads of pamphlets of recipes from 
museums and friends. 

Petite Gingerbread Tea Cakes, 
or better known in 1786 in the En- 
cyclopedia Domestic Economy as 
Hurry-Up Gingerbread, are a spicy 
treat and so easy to make. 

HURRY-UP GINGERBREAD 


14 cup sugar 

1% cup butter 
egg 
cup molasses 
cups flour 
tbsp. ginger 
tsp. cinnamon

Beat together well the sugar, 
butter and egg. Add molasses and 
sift together the flour, ginger, cin- 
namon and salt.

—The eggs and sifted sugar must be 
mixed together until they form a 
thick paste.

When 
the sugar and eggs thicken in stir-

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stir in with them. The flour is then 
added by degrees and the caraway 
seeds at the same time. Put the 
biscuits on crinkled paper and the

Return to 
double boiler and cook for 1 minute longer. Cool, add vanilla 
Blend in cream and strawberry mixture. Freeze and after ice 
cream is frozen, the paddle can be removed and freezer packed 
with salt and ice. Ice cream will keep from 3 to 4 hours with 
this packing. Makes 1 gallon.
